WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (UP) 
—The Senate today faced the 
threat of a renewed filibuster 


on the Administration’s Atomic 


Energy bill. 

Critics of the measure, who 
staged the longest round-the- 
clock filibuster in Senate his- 
tory in an effort to sidetrack. it, 
talked of a new fight against the 
compromise bill voted yesterday 
by Senate and House conferees. 

The controversy center-ed 
around a provision of the atomic 
bill providing patents for pri- 
vate developers of atomic en- 
ergy devices. Filibustering Sen- 
ators won their fight to force 
private concerns to share their 
atomic patents for 10 years. 

Plan Rejected. 


But the conference committee 
went along with the House and 
rejected the plan. It provided 
however that applicants to build 
and operate atomic power plants 
would get priority if they agreed 
to share their patents for five 
years. 

Senator Wayne Morse (Ind.), 
Oregon, a mainstay during the 
original 12-day Senate talkathon, 
called for a new fight to reject 
the compromise bill. 

“If the conference report is 
as bad as the unofficial reports 
about it would seem to indi- 
cate,” he said, “I think it should 
be rejected and a fight to that 
end should be waged.” 

Senator Lister Hill (Dem.), 
Alabama, said We'll let the 
country know what the report 
is—particularly with reference fo 
the shortcomings of the patent 
section.”

Over Funds. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP) 
~The Senate Appropriations 
Committee added nearly $95.,- 
000,000 yesterday to the new 
funds voted by the House to fi- 
nance the foreign aid program 
for another year. 

The committee reported out 
a bill carrying $2,990,824,816 in 
new money, plus $2,581,513,728 
in unobligated balances left over 
from previous appropriations. 

Thus the Foreign Operations 
Administration would have a 
grand total of $5,572,338,544 un- 
der the Senate bill to spend on 
military and economic aid pro- 
gram in the current fiscal year 
that began July 1. 

House Measure. 

The bill passed by the House 
provided $2,895,944,000 in new 
cash and $2,312,475,979 in carry- 
over funds for a total of $5,208,- 
419.979, or $363,918,565 less 
than the Senate measure. 

President Eisenhower had 
asked Congress for $3,438,549,- 
805 in new funds and $2,582,728 
in carry-over funds for an over- 
all total of $6,020,633,533. 

The bill recommended by the 
Senate committee falls almost 


$450,000,000 short of the total 


amount requested by the Presi- 
dent, the House measure more 
than $800,000,000. 

Senator Maybank (Dem.), 
South Carolina, served notice 
that when the money bill is 
brought up for action in the 
Senate, probably next week, he 
will attempt to lop $200,000,000 
off its cash total. 

The foreign aid money bill is 
the last of the appropriations 
measure to, come out of comrit- 
tee. It had been held back while 
Congress worked out a separate 
authorization bill fixing a ceiling 
on the amount of new cash that 
could be provided for the over- 
seas aid program. 

Compromise Bill. 

A compromise authorization 
bill agreed on by Senate-House 
conferees put a $3,054,568,000 


limit on new appropriations, and

The compromise agreed upon by the Senate - 
House conferees for the patent provisions in the 
atomic bill looks on the face of it like a weak 
reed against monopoly, It consists of permitting 
normal 17-year patents on non-military discov- 
eries not made under Government auspices. 
The further proviso is made that AEC would be 
required to give preference to applicants for 
licenses who agreed to share thelr patents for 
five years. 

The most expectable result of this latter pro- 
viso would be thet private companies, being 
generally opposed to compulsory licensing of 
patents, would generally , tacitly or other- 
wise, not to offer petent-sharing in applying for 
atomic licenses. If that were the result, the pro- 
viso would be a dead letter. 

The discrimination between discoveries made 
under private auspices. and those made under 
Government auspices has a superficial appear- 
ance of justice. But it does not go to the heart 
of the matter. The practical distinction is, not 
how the discovery was made, but what it will 
do. Gilmore Tilman, counsel for the Los 
Angeles Department of Water and Power, said in 
his testimony to the Joint Committee on Atomie 
Energy: 

We believe that the holder of a basic 
patent enabling him to bring costs other 
than fuel to a level comparable with those 
of a conventional plant could dominate and 


monopolize the electric utility industry of 
the United States. 


Clearly such an outcome would be against the 
public interest and against the legitimate in- 
terests of all private industry except the favored 
patent-holder. The question of whether the 
auspices were public or private would be beside 
the point. Discoveries of this commanding na- 
ture made under private auspices should not be 
subjected to exclusive private patent for 17 
years. 

A bill distinguishing between atomic develop- 
ments patentable on normal terms, and those 
patentable only on limited terms, might thus 
prove an effective bar to monopoly. The dis- 
tinction without practical difference which the 
Senate-House conferees have arrived at can 
scarcely be expected to do it. 
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Annie Lee Moss Again 

To withhold judgment fs a difficult thing for 
many people to do.. McCarthyism thrives on 
the fact that jumping to Nr Bets comes much 
easier. 

So there is a good deal of jumping to con- 
clusions again, now that the Army has suspended 
Annie Lee Moss for a second time. The Me- 
Carthy claque takes this as a sure sign that 
Senator McCarthy and Roy Cohn were right the 
first time, when they accused Mrs. Moss of 
Communist connections before a nationwide TV 
audience. 

Yet the Army has not revealed what new 
evidence brought about this second suspension. 
It has not even revealed its own evaluation of 
that new evidence. How then can anyone say 
whether Mrs. Moss is guilty of anything? 

Mrs. Moss was accused once, suspended, and 
then reinstated when the case against her col- 
lapsed. Surely that is precedent enough for 
withholding judgment until thé evidence behind 
this second accusation has been made public. 
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Pollution Returns to the Kaskaskia 

It comes as a decidedly unpleasant surprise to 
learn that pollution of the Kaskaskia river in 
Illinois is still recurring. 

There must have been a general impression 
that the trouble was over when a court injunc- 
tion forbade further pollution and, after an in- 
terval, nothing more was heard of it. Yet now, 
more than four months later, the offense is de- 
clared to be still continuing. Contempt pro- 
ceedings, accordingly, have been filed against 
the enjoined National Petro-Chemicals Corp., et 
Tuscola, by Attorney General Castle and States 
Attorney McCown. 

Dumping into the river by the company’s plant 
was blamed for pollution which killed all the 
fish in a 45-mile stretch of the stream and gave 
an offensive taste and odor té the water sup- 
plies of communities in the Kaskaskia valley. 
Among them are Shelbyville, Vandalia, Belleville 
and Centralia: - 

The contempt proceedings just filed suggest 
that Nationa] Petro- Chemicals may be still en- 
gaged in temporizing. Chief State Sanitary Engi- 
neer Klassen says there was no pollution be- 
tween March 31 and July 20 but that thereafter 
pollution oceurred.on July 21. 22, 23 and 27. 

The people of the Kaskaskia valley have wait- 
ed long enough, and longer than long enough, 
for relief from this nuisance and health hazard. 


_ Their pollution troubles have been going on 


most of the year, or roughly since National Petro- 
Chemicals started operations.

There is a feeling among 
some doctors that, since veterans now are 80 
numerous, free medical care for them in the 
years ahead will stir up demands from citizens 
who were not in uniform. It is feared that the 
argument will be that, since neither became ill 
in service, both should have the same rights. 


The Government’s obligation in non-service 
connected cases ‘has popped up in Congress 
more than once. Each time it has been a “hot 
potato.” That is why it is so regrettable that 
this Congress has not seen fit to vote the 
minimal $25,000,000 for President Eisenhower's 
health re-insurance proposal. The plan’s con- 
templated protection against catastrophic medi- 
cal expenses would have gone a long way to 
reduce demands on the Veterans’ Administration 
as well as to allay the general public’s growing 
desire for a way of meeting the cost of adequate 
medical care. 

Maybe the Legion's fight with the Medical 
Association will have at least the indirect good 
effect of putting Congress to work on some 
long neglected but highly important business.

In President Eisenhower’s home state of Kan- 
sas the wind and politics are considered gener- 
ally unpredictable, and the primary election was 
no exception to that idea. Neither Republicans. 
nor Democrats nominated gubernatorial candi- 
dates as anticipated by the party machines. 

The Republicans turned down George Temp- 
lar, former legislator backed by the President's 
good friend Senator Carlson and by The Kansas 
City Star.

An American official traveling on the 
Damascus. Road toward the Hashemite 
Kingdom of Jordan pulled up to the 
road barrier at the border of the tiny 
Middle Eastern country.

Then the American 
uttered the magic words Point IV.” 
A grin spread over the face of the 
sentry as he unlocked the gate and 
waved the American down the road. 

This story, told by Stanley An- 
drews, former director of the Tech- 
nical Co-operation 
Administration, il - 
lustrates how Point 
IV has become a 
household word 
throughout the un- 
derdeveloped areas 


of the world. 
But today, the 
world seems in

One official 
summed it up when 
he said that “Point 
IV is in danger of 
being cut to Point 
Two and a Half.” 

President Truman, speaking at his 
Inaugural in 1949, enumerated four 
peints in the Administration’s foreign 
policy. It was the fourth point that 
caught the world’s attention: 


“We must embark on a bold new 
program for making the benefits of our 
scientific advances and industrial prog- 
ress available for the improvement and 
growth of underdeveloped areas.” 


How Point IV Gets Results 


The program began simply. To mil- 
lions of people in underdeveloped areas, 
Point IV meant a doctor who vaccinated 
their children, a farmer who showed 
them how to raise more rice on their 
land, un extra meal for a nursing moth- 
er, a tube of aureomycin to save her 
baby’s. eyes. 

Where eight out of 10 people live on 
the land and are chronically hungry 
because they cannot wrest enough food 
from the land, Point IV co-operation 
began with improvements in the culti- 
vation of the soil. Better seed and better 
methods of sowing, a simple steel tool 
to replace the crude stick as a plow. 
These simple things have produced 
startling results. 

In India, a new variety of wheat was 
developed. A few farmers tried it and 
found that it gave almost half again as 
much wheat. In Ecuador, the all-impor- 
tant potato crop has n incre 
six-fold through Point IV help. A rice 

production program in neo is reha- 
bilitating old rice fields and reclaiming

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served: “The basic secret of Point IV 
success to date and of its increasing ac- 
ceptance abroad has been something 
that no private agency can guarantee— 
the absolute lack of all political, com- 
mercial or religious ‘strings,’ or the 
foreign fear thereof.” 


In August of 1953, a presidential re- 


organization plan, approved by Congress, 
lumped Point IV with the rest of the 
Mutual Security program under one 
agency headed by Mr. Stassen. As a 
result, technical aid will be carried on 
abroad through the same United States 
mission that administers the military 
aid program. 

This mixing of technical and military 
aid brought vigorous. protests from 
church and civil groups. Dr. Walter 
Van Kirk of the National Council of 
Churches declared: “If and when tech- 
nical assistance is shifted from its orig- 
inal purpose of humanitarian aid to that 
of military strategy and cold war tactics, 
it is risking the good will and friend- 
ship of the very people for whom this 
program was initiated.” 


Mr. Stassen Lowers Morale 


Stassen repeatedly asserted that Point 
IV would retain its individual character. 
But shortly after taking over the pro- 
gram he fired almost half of the mem- 
bers of the TCA Washington staff. Some 
1500 top flight technicians in 35 coun- 
tries felt the impact. 

The result, reported Paul P. Kennedy, 
ina series of articles in The New York 
Times, “was a drastic drop in morale 
among the old personnel of the agency 
still in service.” 

Much of the Administration’s ener- 
gies seem to have centered around 
efforts to bury the name “Point IV.“ 
The program is now known officially 
by the more formal “Technical Assist- 
ance Program.” 

The International Development Advl- 
sory Board established under law to 
advise on technical assistance, repeated 
the warnings of other groups and indi- 
viduals. Although the term “Point Iv” 
is carefully omitted from the 27-page 
report on technical assistance, the 
board, under the chairmanship of Erie 
Johnston, emphasizes the “danger that 
Technical Co-operation will be 
lumped together with military or eco- 
nomie aid programs of an entirely dif- 
ferent character and aim.” 


Future Uncertain Under G. O. P. 


“In many countries,” the report con- 
tinues, “it would mobilize popular sup- 
port against Technical Assistance,” 
which, of course, would be tantamount 
to building up anti-American sentiments 
abroad. 


‘The New York Times, commenting on 
the board’s report, agrees that “the 


| whole world-wide project cannot safely 


It 
must be kept separate as a ‘bold new 
program’ for the future. 
The future of Point IV is, therefore, 
uncertain. The Republican party, since 
Point IV’s inception, has shown little

It 
was to be taken later by ambu- 
lance to Callander, Ont., some 
300 miles away, where funeral 
services will be held Monday. 

Once Had Polio, Sister Says. 

A dispute arose, meanwhile, 
over a surprise report that she 
had been stricken with polio- 
myelitis as a child. 

An elder sister, Mrs. Maurice 
Giraouard, who arrived to take 
charge of the body, said yes- 
terday Emilie had polio when 
she was 3 years old and since 
then had en afflicted with 
fainting spells. 

In. Callander, the home of the 
Dionne family, a parish priest 
who acted as spokesman for her | 
father, Oliva Dionne, said she 
had had a “weak spell” when she 
was 6. 

“It was never diagnosed,” he 
added, “but polio is out.” 

Emilie, next to the smallest of 
the sisters at birth, was known 
as the most carefree of the five 
when they were youngsters. The 
girls celebrated their twentieth 
birthdays last May 28 


The four survivors—Yvonne, 
Marie, Cecile and Annette — as 
well as Emilie's parents and sev- 
en other brothers and sisters, 
were reported deeply shocked at 
her untimely death. 

“It is a terrible blow to us 
all,” the father said last night. 
“She was very dear to us.” 

‘I had a letter from her only 
yesterday,” he added, ‘and she 
didn’t give and indication in it 
that she was about to be serious- 
ly ill. She hadn't been quite her-

Dr. Allan Dafoe, a country 
physician who cared for them 
as infants, pulled them through 
despite all the hazards and 
handicaps. Dr. Dafoe died at 
North Bay, Ont., at the age of 
60 in June 1943. Like the quin- 
tuplets, he had become famous. 
The Dionnes became appar- 
ently healthy, normal children, 
unique in medical annals. Sci- 
entists called them the most 
nearly identical group they had 
ever studied. They were so 
much alike that there was little 
difference in their fingerprints. 
Near Death Several Times. 
Although all were near death 
several times in the early months 
of their lives, Dr. Dafoe nursed 
them to health and finally pre- 
dicted they would have the life 
expectancy of normal children 
born singly. 

Dr. Dafoe disclosed that he 
entred the births on his records 
in this prosaic fashion: May 28, 
1934; Oliva Dionne, 5F.” 

The mother, Elzire, believing 
she must die, whispered to the 
neighbor women at her side: 
“Were they—triplets?” 

And the neighbor replied, 
“yes, Elzire, triplets—and two 
more.” 

When Dr. Dafoe arrived at the 
Dionne farmhouse in responsé 
to an urgent call, two of them 
no one knows which—already 
had been born. He delivered 
three more and baptized them 
all, even though he was a 
Protestant, because he believed 
they could not live. 

He improvised incubators for 
them. Crisis after crisis appeared 
in the first three months of 
their lives, and each time it 
seemed death would take them. 
With Red Cross and govern- 
ment help, Dr. Dafoe rushed 
construction of a separate nurs- 
ery for them. 

More than 500,000 persons 
traveled down the sandy road at 
Callander to see the quintuplets 
in the summer of 1935. In their 
first 244 years, the little sisters 
received a half million dollars 
as movie stars and as indorsers 
of soap and other products used 
in their care.

And Landy, Australia’s na- 
tional hero who claims the 
world record at 3:58 guesses “it 
certainly won't be much over 4 
minutes, but perhaps 4:02 or 
4:08 will win it. I don’t think it 
will be under 4.” 
Although the world views this 
as a duel between Landy and; 
Bannister, one of the six others 
in the race could steal through 
to victory if the big stars falter. 
New Zealand's Murray Halberg 
is the most likely upset winner. 
Murray ran the fastest heat in 
the preliminaries Thursday at 
4:07.4 and has done 4:04.4. 
Asked why he set such a 
blistering pace in thé qualifier, 
Halberg said seriously, “I just 
thought I needed the workout.”

Chinese Reds Holding. 900 
Americans, McCarthy Says. 
CHICAGO, Aug. 7 (AP) — 


Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, today accused 
Communist China of holding 
900 “American-uniformed men 
in Communist dungeons.” 
Speaking before a throng of 
Illinois American Legionnaires 
packed into Orchestra Hall, the 
Senator said: “These men are 
unaccounted for.” 

McCarthy claimed they are 
not classified as 
action” and said it is “known 
they are in Communist hands.” 
He added that they include 32 
military pilots whom the Com- 
munists have admitted holding. 
Defense Department records 
in Washington, revised through 
June 30, listed 230 Americans 
still missing and unaccounted 
for in the Korean war. 

After the conipletion of the 
prisoner exchange in Korea last 
September, 7955 American serv- 
ice men were on the missing 
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list. Of this number United 
States authorities thought that 
about 943 might have been cap- 
tured by the Reds, but not ac- 
counted for in the prisoner ex- 
change. 

This number has since been 
revised downward to 230 on the 
basis of information from an in- 


tense and continuing check of 
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all military records.. Some in- 
formation was received from 
liberated prisoners. In other in- 
stances records were found to 
have been faulty, particularly in 
the busy and confused early days 
of the fighting.

The pears 
may be spiced without paring, if 
you like. They look nicer, how- 
ever, if they are pared, and we 
usually cut them into halves or 
quarters unless they are the 
small Seckle variety. 

While you may like to make 
your own spice combination, a 
mixed pickling spice may be 
used successfully. You will have 
a better color if the spices are 
tied in a bag which will be re- 
moved before the fruit is pack- 
aged in hot jars and sealed. 

Be sure that your spices are 
fresh. Don’t use those that have 
been in the cupboard for a year. 
It is not worthwhile to econo- 
mize with these inexpensive 
spices, as the fruit itself is 
seldom cheap. 

Watermelon Pickle 

Four pounds (344 quarts) pre- 
pared watermelon rind, six table- 
spoons salt, two quarts cold 
water, two quarts boiling water, 
one quart vinegar, twelve cups 
sugar, one-fourth cup whole 
cloves, one-fourth cup whole 
allspice berries, ten three-inch 
sticks cinnamon. 

To prepare rind, select firm 
but not over-ripe melon. Re- 
move green skin and pink flesh 
from rind. Cut rind in one by

Spiced Fresh Pears. 

Ingredients: Fifteen to eight- 
een firm fresh pears, whole 
cloves, two cups granulated su- 
gar, two and one-half cups 
brown sugar, one-half cup water 
or pear liquid, two cups cider 
vinegar, three sticks whole cin- 
namon, one teaspoon whole all- 
spice and one ginger root tied 
in bag. 

Wash pears. Remove blossom 
end but leave on the stems. 
Leave small pears whole, halve 
or quarter the larger ones, and 
core. Cover with water. Boil 
and about

one-half cup liquid for syrup. 
Stud each pear with two or 
three whole cloves. Combine re- 
maining ingredients and boil 
about five minutes. Drop in 
enough pears at one time to fill 
a jar. Cook until tender. (Test 
with a toothpick.) Remove spice 
bag, and pack pears in sterilized 
jars. Fill with boiling -syrup 
to one-fourth inch of the top. 
Place one-half stick cinnamon in 
each jar. Slide a knife down the 
side of each jar to release the 
air bubbles. Wipe off jar tops. 
Adjust lids and seal at once. 
Yield: Six pints.
